Bright wools are also 
grown it parts of Minnesota, Iowa, and Missouri. Wools from Kentucky, Virginia, and Tennessee 
usually bring prices 1 to 43 cents per pound, grease basis, above bright fleeces because of their 
lighter shrinkaze. 
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
